TEXARKANA.—Injuries sustained 


early Thursday when he lost his bal- 
ance in stepping from the Lone Star 
Special, Cotton Belt flier, as it arriv- 
ed at Camden. proved fatal Friday 
morning to J. B. Clark, 66, of Texar- 
kana, veteran conductor for the rail- 
road.

laboratory's tree experts are: 


Feed now so the trees may have a 


nutritive reserve. 


Water no'» and all winter, especial- 


ly evergreens which are particularly 
susceptible to winter injury. 


ftemove and burn during the wint- 


er all dead and dying wood, especial- 
ly in the case of hickories, oaks and 
birchen, so that borers which may bo 
awaiting warm weather to emerge 
and attack other trees may be destroy- 
ed.

No score, rubber game. Z dealt and 


passed. A passed and Y bid one heirt. 
B passed, Z bid one spade and all 
passed. A opened with the ace of clubs 
ind, when his partner playeH the deuce, 
shifted to the jack of diamonds. Z won 
this trick in Y's hand with the king of 
diamonds and led a low heart. B played 
the ace of hearts and returned the club. 
How should Z now play the hand so 
that he will score game against any 
defense? Before reading further, figure 
out your own play. 


CONTRACT BIDDING: 


Z pass; A pass; Y one heart; B pass; 


2 one spade; A pass; Y four spades; 
all pass. 


Solution: The problem for Z in this 


hand is to get all of the plain suits out 
of his hand and A's before the latter is 
thrown in the lead, Z should win the 


fourth'trick in Y's hand with the queen 
of clubs and then leA<l the king and 
queen of hearts, on which he should 
discard two losing diamonds. He should 
then lead a low spade, winning the 
trick in his own hand with the ace. Z 
should now lead the king of clubs, dis- 
card a low diamond from Y's hand and 
follow with his last diamond, winning 
the trick in Y's hand with the ace. Y 
should now play the king of spades and 
follow with a low spade which Z should 
allow A to win. A's hand now contain! 
only two spades and he is thus forced 
to lead up to the queen ten in Z's hand. 
Played in this way, Y 'L will lose only 
one spade, oneclub and one heart trick, 
and thus score game and rubber. It is a 
pretty example of stripping a hand and 
of then throwing the lead and thus 
forcing a lead up to a tenace. Be on 
the look-out for plays of this type for 
they come up very frequently.
